Arranging for Peace In Kurtipn and War In 



Kremmkk, Moravia, Au?. 27.— A corre- 
spondent haa just had an interview with a 
distinguished Austrian statesman, who, aa 
well by the position he holds as by the In- 
formation he possesses, is pr ■ eminent I y en- 
abled to give judgment on political affairs. 
The views which this statesman holiU rela- 
tive to t he |xilitical object* of the meeting 
of the two emperors at Kremsier may be 
given in the following resume: 

A universal desire for peace now prevails 
In Europe. Each great power has a pos- 
hed. "Especially

fulness of her military, political and finan- 
cial power in order to inaugurate her action 
against England Every warlike complica- 
tion in Europe would be ij the highest de- 
gree inopportune for the Russian empire. 
Through the unanimous wish (Wolleu) of 
Austria, Germany and Russia a European 
war is rendered impossible. 

In Gastein the emperors of Germany and 
of Austria came to an understanding about 
this necessity of peace for and in Europe, 
and the czar in Kremsier will give bis assent 
to a lasting alliance having for its object 
the maintenance of this peace. Austria has 
no interest in Central Asia. She haa no 
other object but to "cultivate" Bosnia. Ger- 
many considers her mission to be the main- 
tenance of that which she has already won 
and to defend herself in case of a French 
war of revenge. 

The object of the imperial interview is to 
enable Russia to secure perfect freedom of 
action in Central Asia. When Russia shall 
be engaged against England In Asia, 
Austria will be able to proceed on the Balka 
as she pleases. Russia, howevor, must be 
able to secure her own interests in that di- 
rection, and in Kremsier the lines will be 
drawn end agreed to as to how far Austria 
Is to advance southward in Eanpo while 
Russia is engaged in her lon^r .,r mured war 
with England. 

It haa the appearance now as if Austria at 
present does not ask too much in th* Orient— 
not more than the formal aun*x»tion of 
Bosnia and Herzgoviua to the empire. 
Further, Austria wishes to be assured that 
Russia will give up in the Slavic Orient, 
and ospeciully m Bosnia an 1 Hersogovina, 
the agitation which ha; been carried on for 
years past against hoi At the Kremsier 
interview tho Bosnia and»H"irz»govina ques- 
tion will be discussed lo its tlnalitv. 

For the Anglo-Russian conflict, which 
must come sooner or later, Austria and Ger- 
many are ready to ronder the mo.t imports 
ant services to Russia. Thoy will compel tho 
sultan to unconditional neutrality in the 
question of tho Dardanelles. In the Baltic 
Russia cannot be attacked. In the Black 
sea she will be unassailable If tho n mtrality 
of the Black sea Is maintained.

CONSULAR OFFICES IN CHINA TO RE- 
CEIVE INVESTIGATION. 




3N, Auk. 27. —The United 8tates 
consular service in China is to be thoroughly 
investigated by Minister Denby under in- 
structions from Secretary Bayard. The re- 
port will be made as soon as practicable 
after Col. Dmby has established himself at 
Tekin. The necessity for such a general 
overhauling of ihe consular offices, it Is said 
at the state department, has been known for 
years, but political reasons end personal 
friendships interfered in ne ded roforms 
there just as they did in every branch of tho 
government. So far the only change made 
in the consular service near Chiua has been 
the appointment of ex-Senator Robert E. 
Witl„.rs, of Virginia, to siccs-d Mr. John 
S. Mosby as consul at Hong Kong, but this 
consulate is not recognized as part of cur 
Chinese consular service. There are, there- 
fore, a number of inqiortant appointments 
to lie made. The salary of the consuls at 
Canton, Chin-Klang, Foo f'hoo, Hankow, 
Ningpe and Tien Tsin Is |3,Rt»0 per annum. 
Amoy is the only one of the important places 
filled. That of consul general at Shanghai 
is to.OOO per annum. A similar investigation 
will be mode by Minister Hubbard at Ja]>an. 
Nagasaki and Kanaga.ua have already t**i. 
filled, but there are a number of lmp<srtaut 
consulates of a lesser grade in which changes 
will eventually be made.

N«w York, Aug. 27. —Mr. Beecher wai 
found by a reporter enjoying the cool 
breezes which were chasing each other 
across the magnificent landscape which ii 
spread out before the Beecher summer seat 
at FeekskiU. The morning papers had not 
yet arrived, and Mr. Beecher, when he com- 
pleted his perusal of the article published in 
the Philadelphia Times, which Assistant 
Postmaster Halliday contradicted, laid it 
down with a gesture of impatience, and 
said: 

"It ia a baseless fabric of nothingness, 
without the least foundation. It is all a lie, 
an infamous lie; and, first of all I would 
" i, for it is so put 



e from the truth. There is not a 
workingman in my employ, and I have 
seven about this place, who need wait longer 
for what is due him than the time it will 
take me to put my hand in my pocket There 
is not a tradesman who has one penny owing 
which he cannot have on demand. This part 
of the Philadelphia article I would declare a 
wholesale, malicious lie. I cannot for the 
life of me see why such tales should be set 
afloat, but I suppose it is one of the neces- 
sary afliictious of life.'' 
"What of your retii 
of Plymouth church?" 

"The matter has never been discussed— 
barely mentioned. There never has been 
any formal consideration of it in the 
church. It has been thought of, of course; 
it would be strange if it had not boon. I am 
not a perpetual motion machine. 1 here is a 
span to every human life, and some day it 
will come about that there will be a Plym- 
outh church and no Mr. Beecher. As soon 
as I feel myself going I am ready to stand 
up and say: Brethren, we have had a good 
time together. Thank God for that! But 
now let us reason for the future. And I will 
then welcome a younger man and help him 
all I can to go right on with the work."

for any amount of work, and 
ready now to cuter the lista against any 
of half my ago, and run him a race, say for 
a year— an intellectual go-as-you-please con- 
test in writing sermons and preaching them, 
in doing hard brain work night and day. 
My mind is clearer now than it ever has 
been, and there is not an ache or a pain or a 
weak spot that I know of." 
"And the church/"
